I, Hat when theſe Ships in the Engliſh Merchants hands for the Trade 
of Norway be ſpent, if the Adi of Navigation continue in force, there 
will not be one Ship left inthe Exgl;ſh hands fit for that Trade. 

This being ſo, and the AF continuing in force, it cannot be expected but 
that all Navigation muſt neceſlarily ſink, and the Exgliſo be left to the ſole 
diſpoling of the King of Denmark, whoſe Intereſt will be ſo much more 
improved, by how much he impoſes upon the Exgliſb. 

2. When the Ships in the Emgliſh hands be ſpent, a Norwegian may import 
the Growths of Norway cheaper by 30 in the Hundred, then an Exgliſ- man 
can in a Ship not built for that Trade. 3 

This being fo, the Engliſh Merchant will be utterly uncapable of imploy- 
ing any Ereliſh Mariners in this Trade, unleſs he intends to undoe himſelf 
in it. Though Timber in Qucen Elix. Reign were fourfold more then now 
it is, and there were not the tenth part of the uſe of it as now; and 
though the Act 1 Eliz. 13. did under Penalties prohibit the importation of 
forcin Growths by her Subjects in any Ships but Exgliſo- built; yet Firr- 
Timber, Rafts, Deal-boards, &c. were excepted. 

3. That in the Timber-Fleet now or lately in the River there was not one 
Ship Ereli/h-built, or failed by Engliſh and that in one week after it was 
reported and believed the Trade for Timber would be made free, (atleaſt 
for ſome time) the price of Deals fell above 30 s. in a hundred, which other- 
wiſe they would not have done: and if the Merchant were aſſured the 
Trade would be free, he would fell them 20 s. a hundred cheaper, whereby 
the Nation will ſave above 8000 pound in this Fleet, which otherwiſe would 
have been exported by Foreiners. 


Reasons humbly offered to the Parliament, that the Du- 
ties to be paid by Strangers who import Timber for Re- 
building the City of London ſhould be imployed toward 
the re-building the Churches, and relief of the Hoſpi- 
talle of Chriſt and S. Bartholomew. 


1. II is not the City of London now ſtanding, but the deſolate City in its 
Ruines, which pays this mony 3 and therefore moſt reaſonable that 
this deſolate City ſhould enjoy the benefit. 

2. Though the Law enjoyns the Parſon and Pariſhto repair the Church, 
yet no Law compells either to build the Church 3 but it it did, it were 
Summum jus to exact it from thoſe Citizens who ſuffer under ſo great a Cala- 
mity as the late dreadfull Fire.
